John Nicholson was born in Fayette Co., 
Pa., May 15, a. d. 1824. Received a lib- 
eral education in l'a. He was convert- 
ed September 13, and haptized by Elder 
J. Haugher, a minister of the Dunkard 
church. He was married April i, 1849 
to Miss C. L. Pul! in of Somerset Co., 
Pa. Was chosen miníster in September 
1852 and took charge of the Jacob's con- 
grega tion as pastor, localed in Fayette 
and Westmoreland CoV, l'a., havinç sev- 
en regular appointments. He reinained 
pastor of that church for ten years, and 
then moved lo Mouttrie, Ohio, and took 
charge of the church located in Columhi- 
ana and Stark Co's., Oh i-». Duríng his 
pastoral work at this ■ ..ice he married 
nearly one hundred couptes. He re ma in - 
ed pastor of this rburch for about six 
years. From there be moved to Shanes- 
ville, Tuscarawas Co., Ohio. He had 
charge of this chnrch fot four years, dur- 
ing which time he held a public discussion 
on the snbject of Chrisüan baptism wiih 
a Lutheran clergyman. From therc, he 
moved to Rossvitle, Knox Co., Ohio, 
where he engaged in the savv-milling bus- 
iness with brother I. Ross. He remained 
there six years ; a part of the time he was 
engaged in the home mission work. From 
there he moved to liristolville, Trumbull 
Co., Ohio, took charge of that church. 
From this charge he was called to preach 
in the state of N. J., in the home mission 
work. He labored there apart of two 
years, returned to liristolville, Ohio, and 
in March 15, 1S82, moved to Waterloo, 
Iowa. He preached for the Waterloo 
church until the fall of 1882, then he or- 
ganized the Breihren church with 48 niem- 
J^ers, ajid.to-day the Watcrluo, Knon and 
Hudson chu reben have a meinhership &t 
not less than four hundred members. In 
1883 he organized the Hrethren churéh at 
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BRETHREN EVANGELIST. 


Aurèlia, la., the sainc year one at Brook- 
Imd, Ja., and one in Fayette Co., la., 
and one at Rheiabeck, la., in January 
1884, organized a church in Milford, In- 
diana, with a membership of twelvc. The 
sauíe month he organized a Hrethren 
church by the assistance of brother W. 
Summers, with twenty-seven members, in 
North Manchester, Ind. He remained 
near Hudson, la., until Oct. 27, 1893, ar- 
ri ving at Rosena, Calif., Nov. 3. He is 
now pastor of the Hrethren church at 
Rosena. His father and mother were 
raised at Hagerstown, Md. His father 
was a niembcr of the Dunkard or Hrethren 
church and preached for that church for 
tlurty-five years. He has served as min- 
ister and elder of the Brethren church for 
al most forty-three years. Therefore, his 
father and he have fdled up a period of 
almostseventy eight years in the minister- 
ial work of our Lord and Savior Jesús 
Christ. Amen.

In answer to elder J. B. Wampler, we 
would say that diflRculties present them 
selves to the Bible sttident as .to the age 
of the world from Adam down to the pres- 
ent time that can never be overcome. 
There is no thorough systern in computing 
time extant that is, or has been under- 
stood. Al most every student of chronol- 
ogy has so far dirTered, ( and about one hun- 
dred and four different views have been 
given with the variations of the two ex- 
tremes of no less than two thousand years. 
We presume our safest plan is to accept 
the chronology as given by the interna- 
tional lessons with allowance of discre- 
pàncies That is, accept it as the best 
that can be given up to date. Without 
doubt there is either time lost or added 
through an imperfect systern of calcula t- 
íng time. Perliaps for a wise purpose we 
are not to know the exact "times and 
seasons." They may belong exclusively 
to the Father. 

This is one of the strongest arguments 
gainst Sabl>atarians, who lay so much 
stresson keeping the seventh day holy.
